In the first week of Advent "Sparks" 
column, I mentioned that one of my hopes 
for the New Year was to start a Lay Ministry 
Class at OLBH. There are several people in 
our parish that have been through the 
diocesan lay ministry formation program 
and are now are involved in different areas 
of ministry within the parish. Some of the 
people who have been through the Lay 
Ministry Faith Formation Program are: 
Deacon Walt and Judy Wilson, Pat Roe, 
Larry and Joyce Williamson and Deacon 
John and Joni Osnes. If you are interested

The Ministry Formation Program 

The Diocese of Rapid City offers a Ministry 
Formation Program that prepares people 
for lay ecclesial ministry in their parish. 
Most men and women who are interested in 
the program are now involved in their 
parish. They apply because they want 
something more - a deeper awareness of 
how God is calling them to serve. 

The program draws people who want to 
grow in prayer and learn more about 
ministry. They want to grow spiritually, 
theologically and pastorally, not alone but in 
dialogue with others. They want to commit 
themselves to the mission of the Church by 
being available to serve as needed in their 
parish as lay ecclesial ministers. 

The Ministry Formation program takes 
about four years to complete. It focuses on 
spiritual, theological and pastoral formation. 
It includes weekly classes, an annual 
retreat, and spiritual direction. There are 10 
to 15 persons in a class. It is not unusual 
for them to come from more than one 
parish. 

Classes meet once a week from September 
through May. A three-volume text, Builders 
of the Earth, provides an excellent 
foundation in Catholic theology and sacred 
scripture. The annual retreat is offered at 
the Sioux Spiritual Center, in the 
geographic center of the diocese. Spiritual 
directors are priests, religious, or lay 
persons experienced in guiding others in 
prayer. 

Members who complete the program are 
commissioned by the Bishop as lay 
ecclesial ministers in the diocese. He 
expects them to make a five-year, 
renewable commitment to the serve in their 
parish in a ministry mutually agreeable to 
them and their pastor, and to attend the 
annual Pastoral Ministry Days. 

If you are interested in learning more about 
the Ministry Formation Program, please 
contact Fr. Mark. We are hoping to start a 
lay ministry program at OLBH sometime 
during Lent or the first part of spring.
